OTTAWA, Oct. 138th — There has 
never been a time when it has been so 
evident that the Western farmer 
stands squarely on the highway of in- 
ternational commerce and that no one 
is more directly interested in the res- 
toration of a balanced trade between 
the nations. No one is more directly 
concerned in the solution of the dollar 
crisis and in the recovery of traditional 
markets, and ‘this of course is based 
on the revival of Western Europe. 


Why Farmer So Closely Concerned 


The reason why the farmer more 
than any other industrialist of this 
country is closely concerned in world 
affairs is of course that a great propor- 
tion of his products sell outside Can- 


ada, and that this is likely to continue 


for generations to come, - 

To take the outstanding case: 
since the first 800 bushels of grain 
were exported from the prairies in 
1878, with the rapid growth of the 
West in the years that followed, 
‘wheat export has become a card- 
inal factor in Canada’s economy. 
In the present year with a crop be- 
tween 390 and 400 million bushels, 
there will be approximately 240,- 
million or some 60 per cent of the 
total export — domestic consump- 
tion being about 150 million. 

The British contract for wheat for 
this year calls for the delivery of 140, 
000,000 bushels before the end of the 
crop yéar. For next year there is.a 
similar amount to be shipped, and that 
is the end of the present five-year con- 
tract, finishing July 31st, 1950. The 
price for this crop year is $2.00 a bushel 
and the price for the next year is to be 
settled before December 3ilst, 1948. 
Whatever the price to be settled for 
the next year, a point to be borne in 
mind is that the $1.55 figure, the initial 
payment to producers, will continue to 
apply. 

Bacon Contract and Deliveries 
In relation to the bacon contract, 

which covers the present calendar year, 
the amount to be delivered is 225,000,000 
pounds, of which 75 per cent is for 
Wiltshire sides, with the price for Wilt- 
shire sides Grade A F.A.S. seaboard, 
$36.00, The amount deljvered by Sept- 
ember 18th, 1948, was 149,200,000 lbs., so 
that the outlook for filling the contract 
seems quite good, \Of the other seven 
agreements for bacon with Britain 
since the beginning of the war, it 
might be mentioned that contract 
amounts, prices and deliveries are 
shown as follows: (a) from Noy. 1st,

New Record Is Made 
in Total Business of 
Canadian Co-ops. 


Market and Purchasing Co-operatives 
Report Total of $712,583,264 
| for Year 


OTTAWA—Marketing and purchas- 
ing co-operatives in Canada last year 
reported a total business of $712,583,246, 
states the 16th annual report prepared 
by J. E. O’Meara, for the Department 
of Agriculture under the title “Co-oper- 
ation in Canada, 1947”. This total is a 
new record, and exceeds the 1946 figure 
by $158 millions—partly due to the gen- 
eral rise in price levels. Farm market- 
ing co-operatives handled about 31 per 
cent of all main.farm products, includ- 
ing 22 per cent of dairy products, 18 
per cent of livestock, 17 per cent of 
poultry and eggs, 73 per cent of wool 
and 32 per cent of fruits and vegeta- 
bles. Grains marketed co-operatively 
were valued at over $283,000,000. 

Feed, fertilizer and spray material 
were the most important products pur- 
chased co-operatively, accounting for

STRESS CRITICAL 
POSITION DUE TO 
DOLLAR PROBLEM 


Shortage of Dollar Exchange in Britain 
Peril to Canada's Poultry 
Industry 


CALL TO ACTION 


Canada's 5,000,000 Poultry Producers 
Have Major Interest in Main- 
taining Trade With Britain 


"BUY BRITISH" is recom- 
mended as a slogan and a polic 
for Canada's 5,000,000 poultry 
producers, as a means of making 
possible the maintenance of the 
market in Britain for Canadian 
egg and poultry products. 


The urgent recommendation is made 
by the Canadian Federation of Hatch- 
ery Associations (Western Division). 
It is embodied in a resolution adopted 
unanimously by the Annual Convention 
of the Federation held in Calgary last 
week. By buying British, it is pointed 
out, much may be done to help the 
poultry industry to surmount “the most 
critica] period in its history.” 


Meet British High Commisstoner 


The Convention seized the opportun- 
ity of the presence in Calgary of the. 
High Commissioner for the United 
Kingdom, Sir Alexander Clutterbuck, 
to present the resolution to him, a com- 
mittee consisting of W. H. McLellan of 
Regina, R. S. Johnson of Edmonton, 
E. 8. Sendall of Langley Prairie, .B.C., 
and J. J. Hambley of Winnipeg, econ- 
ferring with him at some length. Sir 
Alexander expressed appreciation of 
the action taken. He discussed various 
aspects of Britain’s trade position, and 
Showed much sympathy with the de- 
sire of Canadian poultry producers to 
maintain the market in Britain. 


The Resolution 


The resolution adopted by the Con- 
vention read in full as follows: 

“Whereas, the Canadian poultry in- 
dustry is faced with the most critical 
period in its history through the temp- 
orary inability of Great Britain to pur- 
chase products of this industry. 

“And, whereas, Canadian eggs have 
made an enviable reputation for quality 
in the British market and food of this 
kind is very urgently needed in Great 
British’. 

“And, whereas, this situation is 
caused by the unbalance of trade with 
Great Britain presently existing there- 
by creating a shortage of dollar ex- 
changes, which situation can only be 
remedied by Canada purchasing a 
greatly increased quantity of British 
goods, 

“And, whereas, the 5,000,000 poultry 
producers are the largest single group 
of Canadian citizens with a common 
interest in maintaining continuity of 
trade with Great Britain.

to perform efficiently is showing farmers that co-operatives can be 


practical business organizations. 
Co-operative accomplishments have 
given farmers confidence. Co-oper- 
atives have proved to farmer- 
members that they can meet com- 
petition in the market place while 
serving the full needs of members. 
Many of these 100 leaders therefore 
believe that opportunities ahead 
will permit alert organizatiors to 
expand not only in“the fields that 
they now serve but in other related 
fields. Many of these leaders also 
look forward to various kinds of 
operating relationships with co- 


operatives in foreign lands.

Strong successful co-operatives 
stimulate managers and members 
of other co-operatives. A spirit of 
friendly rivalry is keeping strong 
co-operatives on their toes. This 
competition between co-operatives 
does not promise to get out of hand, | 
for most large organizations have 
adequate opportunities for develop- 
ment in natural trade territories. 
Significantly, the experience of the 
better organizations is quickly 
shared with others. 


Growth of harmony largely elimin- 
ates wasteful friction. As the basic 
goals of co-operatives become 
better understood, co-operatives 
are developing a greater spirit of 
working harmony in forming poli- . 
ciés and in executing programs. 
This greater harmony has not been, 
limited to farmer cc-operatives. 
There is less working friction 
evident between farmers’ and con- 
sumers’ co-operatives than was the 
case a few years ago. The in- 
creasing tendency for all types of 
co-operatives to work together on 
mutual problems is a sign of 
growing strength and maturity. 


Improved leadership insures high 
standard of management. The ‘ex- 
cellent standard of co-operative 


management set by boards of 
directors and top-level employees 
is gair.ing respect for co-operatives 
with the general public as well as 
with members. ‘These leaders are 
sure that farmers today have a 
greater degree of confidence in 
the business ability of their co- 
operatives to meet propnlems as 
they arise. 

Goad personnel policies are de- 
veloping a higher standard of per- 
sonnel, Staffing of co-operatives 
is now much better than before 
the war. Co-operatives are giving 
their employees generally a more 
personal stake in co-operative ac- 
complishments. 

A steady improvement in) legal 
status 1s removing any doubts about 
co-operative permanence. Over the 
years there has. been a gradual 
clarification of their legal position

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until today new. co-operative or- 
ganizatiors can be set up without 
question as to legality and in such 
ways as to insure greater efficiency 
in financing, management and op- 
eration. 

An economic recession could con- 
ceivably increase demand and op- 
portunity for co-operative action. 
Since the need for co-operation 
becomes more apparent during 
periods of adversity, if less favor- 
able economic conditions develop 
in the next few years they could 
greatly encourage co-operative de- 
velopment. As one manager ob- 
serves, “The crucial problems that 
we anticipate ahead will compel 
co-operatives to build up strong, 
dominant organizations.”’ Another 
manager believes that a decline in 
prices would compel co-operatives 
to confine their operations to im- 
portant jobs rather than go “all 
over the lot’. If prices of farm 
products should declire faster than 
prices charged farmers for farm 
supplies and services, as they did 
following the break ir prices in 
1920 and again in 1929, most of 


these 100 leaders feel this would 


encourage co-operative purchasing 
as a protective device. 

A continuation of the attack.on 
co-operatives would no doubt strength- 
en the solidarity of co-operative sup- 
porters. Experience during recent 
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years has shown that. forceful 
opposition to co-operatives may 
break down cleavages that some- 
times develop between employees 
and members. Employees come 
to realize to a greater extent the 
need for strong membership sup- 
port, while members recognize that 
they are helpless without effective 
leadership and professional assist- 
ance. Assaults on co-operatives 
also keep both members and em- 
ployees “toned up”, for many 
lukewarm members and employees 
become active, loyal, alert co- 
operators when their organizations 
are under fire. Such attacks also 
cement co-operatives together in 
resistance programs, and encourage 
them to eliminate ‘“‘weak”’ spots in 
their organization structure and 
operating methods, Moreover, 
anti-co-operative propaganda may 
advertise the co-operative method 
of doing business and thus attract 
adherents. 

Co-operatives by, practicing dem- 
ocracy teach it. Many people, 
concerned with the trend of social 
and political developments, look 
to co-operatives as a way of 
teaching by experience just how 
democracy works. In all walks 
of life, there appears to be a 
greater willingness to apply co- 
operative techniques for working 
together, and this promises to 
attract many to the co-operative 
form of doing business.

“JUST A REMINDER” 


In the last issue of The Western 
Farm Leader were published the open- 
ing portions of a leaflet bearing the 
above title issued by the Canalian Fed- 
eration of Agriculture, and giving the 
highlights of A.F.A. activities and 
achievements in concise form for easy 
reading. We printed reminders 1 and 
2. Others follow below: 

3. The national government in many 
ways has indicated its recognition of- 
the CFA as the national voice of Cana- 
dian farmers, among which are the fol- 
lowing: 

(a) The CFA was given represen- 
tation on 17 government advisory. 
boards and committees during the 
war. 

(b) The CFA has 8 representatives 
on the national agricultural advisory 
committee. The CFA president is the 
chairman of this committee and the 
CFA secretary acts as secretary of 
the committee. 

(c) The president of the CFA on 
each occasion has been a member of 
the Canadian delegation to the food 
and agriculture conferences of the 
United Nations, 


Production Conference 

(d) The Executive of the CFA par- 
ticipates annually in the Dominion- 
Provincial ‘ agricultural production 
conference, on equal status with the 
representatives of Provincial govern- 

. ments. 

(e) The annual presentation of the 
CFA to the Dominion Cabinet on ag- 
ricultura] policies, and the informal 
discussions with Cabinet Ministers 
on such occasion is believed to be 
without precedent in any other 
nation. 

4. The CFA and its member bodies 
played a leading part in the fight to lift 
farm prices from depression to war 
time levels, and to secure for the farm- 
ers returns commensurate with those 
being received in other branches of in- 
dustry. In the years from the 1935-39

6. Establishment .of the Canadian 
Food Board and the Agricultural Ad- 
visory Committee in 1943 came about 
largely as the result of CFA activity. 
The enactment of the Agricultural 
Prices Support Act in more recent 
years was largely the result of CFA 
representation to the government, and 
the constitution of the board to admin- 
ister the act was done in full consulta- 
tion with the CFA. 

7. CFA policies advocating price 
stabilization for farm products have 
been largely reflected in the wartime 
and post-war food contracts negotiated 
by the Government.

The well-being and prosperity of Western Canadian 
farmers will continue to be intimately bound up for years 
to come, perhaps for a generation, with the ability of the 
people of Great Britain to buy the chief products—or 
some of the major products at least—of our Western 
farms. That is the lesson that is being driven home from 
week to week and from month to month, from various 
directions. 

In our last issue we published part of the brief of 
Alberta Poultry Producers, Ltd., presented through the 
Federation of Agriculture to the authorities at Ottawa, 
in which the need to maintain the British market for our 
poultry was emphasized. In this issue we record the 
decision of the Canadian Federation of Hatchery As- 
sociations (Western Division) to recommend ‘'BUY 


YA BRITISH" as a slogan amd a policy by the 5,000,000 


poultry producers of the Dominion. The highly practical 
reasons why a ''BUY BRITISH" campaign is desirable, in 
the interests of our producers, are clearly set forth in 
the resolution. It is, of course, unnecessary today to 
stress the importance of the British market for our West- 
ern wheat. 

The visit of Sir Stafford Cripps to Canada, and the 
tour of the British High Commissioner, Sir Alexander 
Clutterbuck, through the West, have served to call at- 
tention to many aspects of the ‘dollar crisis'’ which is 
not yet surmounted by Britain.

CIVILIZATION'S DEATH MARCH, UNLESS... 


At the moment when the United Nations is con- 
fronted with the responsibility and the task of devising 
means to prevent the outbreak of World War Ill, the 
existence of human society as we,know it is menaced from 
another cause than that of military struggle.. In the 
words of a recent article in the British New Statesman 
and Nation, ‘The desert is on the march and the pressure 
,0f population on the world's shrinking acres threatens 
survival. War can only be an aggravation, not an 
answer." 

The article is based in part upon the statistics recent- 
ly published by Sir John Boyd Orr, former head of the 
Food and Agriculture Organization (FAO). We think 
it may be worth while at this time to quote briefly 
from it, and to make our own comment... The realities to 
which Sir John calls attention, are in the words of the 
British periodical, ''no less than the death-march of our 
civilization." Undoubtedly, this death march will con- 
tinue to its logical end unless, at an early date, man- 
kind divert its aim and major energies to the stimulation 
of food production on a vast scale, or, we may add, to 
the limitation of the rate of increase of the world's 
population. 

In spite of the heavy, losses of human life during the 
recent war, the ‘population of the world has increased in 
the past ten years by at least 150,000,000. The popu- 
lation of Europe alone has increased about 12,000,000. 

Since 1939, while the world's populationhas __ 
increased by eight per cent, the world's food 
production has decreased by seven per cent. 


“HUNGER IS A POWERFUL IDEOLOGY" 


The drop in food production, it is recorded, has been 
due in part to the devastation of war, "especially in 
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UNITED NATIONS 


Here is mankind’s last citadel of hope, 
With council-halls the world’s battle-ground, 
Where, through a maze of words, the. Nations grope 
Toward the peace that all men pray be found. 
If faith and reason fail, then all 7s lost, 
The earth condemned to silence and decay, 
As, blindly, in a final holocaust, 
Man sweeps himself and all his works away.

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Europe, which previously produced about as much grain 


as all the grain exporting countries contributed. The 
production of wheat and rye was only 36 million tons 
last year, compared with the pre-war average of 61 mil- 
lion. In Asia, the production of rice fell, but not in the 
same proportion.’ 

Even before the war two-thirds of the people of the 
world were undernourished, and half the world's popula- 
tion suffered disease, misery and premature death be- 
cause of lack of sufficient food. - "'It is these people who 
are now rousing themselves from their lassitude and re- 
volting against hunger and poverty and the domination 
which condemned them as the underprivileged. Hunger 
is a powerful ideology." ? 

If within the next 25 years everyone in the world 
(including the increased numbers of the population) is 
to be assured a meagre 2,600 calories a day, the present 
world food production must be increased by 110 per 
cent. ; 

In North America, where the problem is one of “in 
oe + 
takes nature 300 to 1,000 years to build up an inch of 
top soil. Farming methods in America, over millions of 
acres, have squandered the work of 8,000“years. Only 
New Deal methods and Federal intervention can avert 
serious consequences. Yet T.V.A. projects still arouse 
insensate resistances." | 

In China, 300,000 acres of farm land are swept down 
the Yellow River every year. In the Indian sub-contingnt, 
whose population increases by 10,000,000 a year, over 
400,000,000 live miserably on a million square miles of 
land. In Africa, ravaged by the rinderpest and the 


. tsetse fly, the jungle is Shenniny in on the native reserva- 


tions. The desert is extending in Australia. Yet better 
hygiene tends to increase population and pressure on the 
means of subsistence by lowering the death rate. 

Yet, ‘the march of the deserts can be arrested; the 
fertility of the soil can be increased; hundreds of millions 
of- acres of neglected land can be brought into cultiva- 
tion, ; 

"The heart can be restored to the Good 
Earth. But only by co-operation of the nations 
of the earth can it be done." 


The conclusion of the matter may be expressed in 
Sir John Orr's words: "The world cannot have a third 
world war and avert approaching catastrophe too.

less our usual custom to place before you at infrequent intervals the 
prospects as we see them of the future of the markets for these products 


of farm production. 


Our Judgment of Market Trends 


It is not necessary, nor are we 
corfpetent, with the meager in- 
formation at hand, to give you 
any -forecast on the production 
and future trends of prices on 
field crops. However, on the 
other products of the farm, such 
as eggs, poultry, cream and milk, 
we are in regular contact with 
markets for these products. Ac- 
cordingly our opinion on the mar- 
ket future for them might be of 
some interest to you at this time. 


Prospects in Eggs 


We will deal with EGGS first. 
The production of eggs for 1949 is 
dependent on three things. First, 
the quantity of good grade pullets 
that are hatched this year; second, 
the number of old hens that are 
carried over from the 1948 season, 
and three, the care given these flocks. 


We are not able at this time to 
forecast the carryover of this year’s 
laying flocks to next year, but we 
have some fairly definite information 
on the 1948 hatch. According to the 
reports that we have, the poultry 
hatch is down approximately 25 per

cent. This is an over-all Canadian 
figure. Undoubtedly, therefore, this 
will indicate that the number of eggs 
produced in 1949, unless there is a 
very large carry-over of the laying 
flocks for 1948 (which is quite un- 
likely), will be quite a bit less than 
in 1948. ' 

Domestic and Export Markets 

Canada’s market for her eggs— 
two places—first, domestic and second, 
export. In the domestic field, our own 
Canadian requirement each year is 
improving. Canadians, generally 
speaking, are using considerably more 
eggs per individual than they did a 
few years back. It is anticipated 
that eggs for domestic consumption 
in 1949 will beat least equal to, 
1948, and likely there will be som 
increase. On the export side, our 
egg contract with Great Britain for 
1949 is not yet completed. It is 
just possible it won’t be until after 
the talks presently going on between 
the British Government, through their 
“Chancellor of the Exchequer, the Rt. 
Hon. Mr. Cripps, and our Government 
are completed. The indications, how- 
ever, are that the British Isles will 
take a reduced quantity of eggs in 
1949. 

Don’t Sacrifice Laying Flocks » 

Canada this year is not fulfilling 
its contract in full on the delivery 
of eggs to Great Britain. Therefore, 
even with a reduced requirement for 
export, it is our opinion that egg 
prices in 1949 will at least be kept 
on a comparable level with those of 
1948. We, therefore, believe that 
poultry producers should not sacrifice 
their laying flocks because of any 
fear of drastic reduction in prices 
for the eggs that their flocks would 
ordinarily produce. Rather plan now 
to give them even better care in 1949. 
It should pay you well. 


Situation in Poultry 


Meat prices compared to a year ago 
are considerably higher. Prices for 
poultry are correspondingly better 
this vane, the increase being approxi- 
mately 40 per cent on fowl and 
approximately 25 per cent on chicken. 

ust something over a year ago, 
we lost the British export market for 
poultry. For some time some fear 
was expressed as to the future of 


‘\ 

poultry prices as a result of this de- 
cision on the part of Great~ Britain 
to curtail its buying of poultry from 
Canada; however, poultry at that 
time was required in some quantities 
in the United States and in some 
other importing countries, the over- 
all result being that we have moved 
out more to outside markets than 
we possibly would have done had we 
just confined our export movements 
to Great Britain. Poultry stocks at 
this moment in Canada are about 
50 per cent of what they were a 
year ago. On the other hand the 
poultry marketing will also be some- 
what lighter than in the fall of 1947. 

All in all, therefore, we anticipate 
the present prices for poultry of all

We antici- 
pate that prices for dressed turkeys 
this coming  anawer 6 will 
likewise bring to thé grower consid- 
erably better prices than were secured 
for this type of poultry in the Christmas 
season of 1947. 
A Word of Caution 


We might, however, pass out a 
word of caution. We think that it 
would be unwise to bank heavily on 
these increased prices on _ dressed 
poultry holding up beyond a certain 
time. The future on poultry prices 
for 1949 is not, in our opinion, as 
good as will likely maintain for the 
last part of 1948. Therefore, espe- 
cially in the -marketing of your 


dressed turkeys, we would suggest is 
that it is quite possible that you — eee 


L 


might get your best prices for your 
dressed turkeys if they are marketed 
by the 13th or 14th of December. 


Prospects in Cream 


More and more cream is required 
to produce sufficient creamery butter 
to cover ordinary Canadian require- 
ment. The percentage of farm pro- 
duced milk that is available for the 
production of creamery butter is 
declining each year. There was a 
time, not many years ago, when well 
over 50 per cent went into the manu- 
facture of butter. That percentage 
now is reduced by approximately 
8 to 9 per cent. At the same time, 
the requirement for Canadian use has 
increased. As we see it, Canada in 
1949 will not be able to produce 


sufficient creamery butter to meet / 
its ordinary requirement. The only @ 
ualification that we might make to 
_ this statement is that the situation ; U 8 


might be somewhat changed if Canada 
decided to discontinue its export of 
cheese and the milk available for 
cheese production be diverted to the 
manufacture of more creamery butter. 

While we are not able, in our 
opinion, to accurately forecast what 
will be the future on creamery butter 
prices, we are of the opinion that the 
Government will remove controls on 
creamery butter sometime between 
the ist of April and the 15th of May 
in 1949. Possibly also they will make 
an announcement. of their intention 
sometime in March or even a bit 
before that. If creamery butter re- 
mains in short supply, and it is very 
likely that it will, prices for a time 
could improve, and then, of course, 
may possibly decline some as pro- 
duction increases and the requirement 
for storage purposes is taken into 
consideration. 

About Same Level in U.S. 


The prices for creamery butter in 
the United States at the present are 
practically on the same level as our 
own in Canada. A year ago this 
time in the United States prices were 
approximately 12 to 16 cents higher. 
Agricultural product prices in the 
United States, generally speaking, 
are showing some tendency to soften, 
and, of course, this undoubtedly will 
have some effect as to the levels that 
prices for our own dairy products 
many be quoted at.

Controlling Flax Rust 


The most effective method of con- 
trolling flax rust, states Dr F. J. 
Greaney of the Line Elevators’ Farm 
Service, is to grow resistant varieties, 
and he recommends following the ad- 
vice in this matter of Provincial Field 
Crop Committees or Crop Improvement 
Associations.

The United Farm Women 


ABOU 
Warwick Farm,

Dear Farm Women: 

As I commented just a month ago, 
school commenced in the greater num- 
ber of instances all over the Province 
although the prevalence of polio caused 
a delay in the opening of some. In 
either case it made for anxiety for par- 
ents in this day and age when we no 
longer live to ourselves, : 

While the prevalence of the disease 
has caused anxiety to parents, it has 
made officials very much torn to know 
what was the wiser course to pursue. 
One thing it has definitely shown, and 
that is that confusion exists in the reg- 
ulations. The responsibilites of some 
of our governing bodies regarding our 
ever-increasing social services are not 
made clear. It*’seems in this instance 
rather difficult to know who really has 
the authority to’ make the decision. 


Shows Definite Trend 


That I think shows quite positively 
that we have not yet long established 
these social services. They have come 
bit*by bit and not always in conjunc- 
tion with each other. It does, however, 
show a very definite trend to a wider 
conception of social service when so 
many different bodies are concerned 
with the matter. _ 

We shall find that all our govern- 
ments — school, municipal, Provincial 
and Federal are taking on these in- 
creased services instead of their being 
left to the individual to obtain if it is 
within his or her power — otherwise 
being deprived of them. We are tak- 
ing a much more widespread interést 
in each other, a much greater responsi- 
bility; we feel we are indeed our broth- 
er’s keeper. 

Sometimes some people seem inclined 
to forget that all these government ser- 
vices cost money. We may call them 
“free”, but that in a sense is a mis- 
nomer. They are paid for-and paid for 
dy us, but paid collectively instead of 
individually. We are the government 
who pay for them, and we should look 
to it that we do our budgetting wisely. 

There is also difference of opinion as 
to the financial responsibilities of these 
different bodies. Because of this, the 
Provincial Government appointed Mr. 
Judge, Deputy Minister of Municipal 
Affairs, a one-man commission to look 
into the subject. His Report was 
tabled, you may remember, towards 
the close of the last session. 


Stand Seems Questionable 


Some who have given it study regret 
that in this report a definite limit was 
put on the Province’s financial respon- 
sibility for Education. It would seem 
that this is a questionable stand to 
take at a time when the opportunities 
and responsibilities of the schools are 
so markedly increasing. 

The Alberta Educational Council 
have prepared a constructive criticism 
on the Educational phase of the Re- 
port. Copies of this will be obtainable 

)} from our contributing farm and other 
member organizations. As sharehold- 
ers in the responsibilities and also in 
the opportunities, we should give the 
report our serious consideration.

~ World Wheat Situation 
By LEONARD D. NESBITT, 


Superintendent of Publicity, 
. Alberta Wheat Pool 


The wheat crops of the northern 
hemisphere have now been fairly well 
established, and the interest of the 
wheat world is centering on the south- 
ern hemisphere. 


Prospects in Argentina appear to be 
fairly good, with the acreage under 
wheat about 6 per cent above last year. 
The 1947 crop totalled around 245 mil- 
lion bushels. For the first seven months 
of the current calendar year exports 
were around 62 million bushels. 


No recent word has been received 
from Australia as to crop conditions, 
but it is hardly likely the outturn will 
approach last year’s record of 220 mil- 
lion bushels. Total exports from that 
country from December Ist, 1947, to 
September 4th, 1948, reached the high 
figure of 73 million bushels. 


In North America the large United 
States’ crop will provide a surplus of 
730 million bushels available for ex- 
port and carryover, while the fair-sized 
Canadian crop of 391, million bushels 
will provide a surplus of around 317 
million for export and carryover. These 
two countries between them could 
readily export 800 million bushels dur- 
ing the present crop year if the neces- 
sity arose, 


Unusually fine weather over most of 
Western Canada has resulted in a 
rapid clean-up of the harvest. The 


Peace River district in Alberta is an 
unfortunate exception to this favorable

The Danes do not require payment in 
American dollars. Yet the good name 
made by Canadian bacon during the 
war is an asset of great value. In spite 
of the dollar difficulties, which will 
from present prospects decrease in 
acuteness as time goes on, Canadian 
bacon can maintain a continuous, 
strong position in the British market if 
the quality keeps up.

Speaking to the press at Ottawa, the 
members of this mission, who repre- 
sented diversified kinds of machine 
manufacturers, mentioned that of 
about $500,000,000 imports of capital 
equipment into this country, Britain’s 
share is now only from $20,000,000 to 
$30,000,000. Yet before the war Britain 
was the greatest exporter of electrical 
machinery and equipment. In automo- 
biles and textiles there has been a pro- 
nounced increase in imports from Bri- 
tain, but there is still a wide field in 
which imports from Britain can be in- 
creased, not only as a means of help- 
ing our currency situation, but of. help- 
ing Britain to pay for her imports from 
Canada, food being the major part of 
these. 


Our Currency Problem Eased 


An easing in Canada’s currency prob- 
lems was shown in the decision of the 
Government to cancel the balance of 
the $300,000,000 loan from the Export- 
Import Bank of the United States. Tak- 
ing out this loan was an emergency 
measure to prevent the depletion of 
Canada’s currency reserves reaching 
the danger point. 

From August 16th, when the embargo 
on beef cattle export to the U.S. was 
ended, -to October 2nd, the export of 
these cattle for slaughter and feeding 
has totalled 117,514 head. The exports 
of dairy cattle and purebreds, both beef 
and dairy, has reached a total of 87,505.

Farmers and Mineral Rights 


. Question —- Farmers in this vicinity 
are at a loss to know what our position 
is in respect to mineral rights on prop- 
erty we own. I have been asked to pay 
mineral tax on land recently acquired. 
Would you please advise us? 

Answer—Under the Mineral Taxation 
Act, Chapter 10 Statutes of Alberta, 
1947, (which is simply a re-enactment 
of a previous Act,) every owner of 
mineral rights in the Province is liable 
for and shall, on or before the 3i1st day 
of December in each year, pay to the 
Minister of Lands and Mines a tax at 
such rate as is fixed by Order-in- 
Council. We understand the present 
rate is 1%c per acre. 

In the past the Government has not 
attempted to enforce payment, except- 
ing that by regulation no transfer of 
lands carrying mineral rights can. be 
registered unless all arrears of mineral 
tax have been paid. Until the Govern- 
‘ment changes its procedure, therefore, 
ithe owner of mineral rights is not in 
:any danger of losing his rights if he 
‘fails to make the payment, excepting 
ithat he would be liable for penalties 
and interest and could not transfer his 


‘land until arrears, with penalties and 


-interest, have been paid.
